Hotel, Richmond, Virginia* Present were: Hugh Riley, Chairman; Pete Janson;

The committee reviewed all documents related to this membership denial. 

The committee examined the violation of the youth protection policy, discussed 
several inconsistencies in the documents, and the fact that some aspects of 
the documentation process were not as thoroughly complete as desirable. 

The committee did not see any evidence that there was any attempt to unfairly 
accuse Pritchett. Whether there was any sexual contact was not clear, but the 
youth protection policy was clearly violated by Pritchett even after he had 
been reminded of it by the camp director. 

The committee concluded that they had seen no information which would cause 
them to recommend rescinding the action of the local council.

closed his eyes and proceeded to slide ba ck down to the floor very slowly over 
the exxcrse of 20 minutes to 1/2 an hour. said that the two had been 

friends and that he was shocked and just lay there. He also said that during 
the previous summer, Pritchett "flashed" him with a full frontal view ard 
explained that he was going to "moon" him and that Bill had looked too soon.

I pointed 
out to Mr. Pritchett-an d he remembere d and agreed- that I had specifically 
told him NOT to stay in B ^SESfS ^g tent that very morning when they had care 
in fraa their day off at 2:00 a.m. Mr. Pritchett 's only excuse was that his 
bedding was wet, but he aqreec^ttia^ had already rejected that excuse when I 
told him NOT to stay in ^feS^^ ^J^n** at 2:00 a.m. 

I then told Mr. Pritchett that his employment was terminated immediately for 
reasons: 



He violated the BSA's youth protection policies by a) staying in a tent
